First，they toured a four-story 
building on Washington St. where 
Scores of elderly Chinese women 
and some men inhabit more than 
100 tiny 10 by 10 foot rooms. The 
landlord there planned to _ raise 
rents by 10 多 ，but was stalled by 
the citywide rent freezer which is 
now scheduled to end on June 30, 

Then the group went over the 
hill to a 16-unit apartment build- 
ing at 1290 Jackson St where the 
RewW Owners including  a 
one-time Hong Kong movie star 
一 intend to raise all rents by 
about 50 驳 . 

One 61-year-old tenant who has 
lived in a one-bedroom apartment 
there for more than 12 years said 
she decided to fight 4the rent 
increase rather than move onut， 
She said that other tenants were 
driven out when they learned of 
the intended rent _ increase after 
the sale of the buildqing last 
January. The woman said her rent 
was $125，but the new landlords 
wanted to _ raise it to $200 a 
month . 


HEARTENED 

Now disabled after working in 
a Chinatown sewing shop for 
more than 20 years，this woman 
with her gray hair pulled neatly 
back said she was heartened by 
the visit of the supervisors， 

“ITm not afraid now,” she said 
"because Ithink the government 
will help the poor people， The 
people in the government have the 
Power,” 

After emerging from the build- 
ing， Molinari said that these 
Chinatown tenants on fixed-in- 
comes were living in an “un- 
believably bad situation.” He 
predicted that at a minimum, the 
Supervisors would vote in the 
mayors plan to stabilize rents and 
hold increases down to 7 多 ，

O Rourke，Region V represen- 
tative for the Federal Railroad 
Adninistration (ERA). “Our ob- 
jective is to develop competitive 
minority businesses with no direct 
Subsidies to anyone.,” 

O Rourke is the blunt 起 ]king 
director of a Minority Business 
Resource Center installed by the 
US Department of Transportationm 
last year at Two Embarcadero 
Center， His job is to provide the 
management and technical assis- 
tance to minority firms anxious to 
do business with the railroads: 

Under the Federal Railroad 
Revitalization and Regularity Re- 
form Act (RRRR) of 1976，minor- 
ities have the right to a fair 
proportion of the $6.4 billion 
railroad authorization. This 
applies not only to railroads who 
Tieceive direct subsidies, but also to 
railroads that are prime contrac- 
toOrS to Amtrak and other rail- 
roads that receive subsidies， 

FOUR R 

The lion's share of the “Four R” 
Act (about $4 billion) went to the 
busyv railroads of the Central and 
Northeast US;，but in the West 
there are four non-Title V rail- 


roads 一 Southern Pacific，Santa 
Fe， Burlington “Northern and 
Union Pacific 一 that are prime 


contractors to Amtrak. 

“The total amount of the four 
contracts With Amtraky is:about 
$70 million -ayear,” Savs

HONG KONG 一 Atfleet of 32 
fliinsv boats brought 2,900 of the 
Vietnam refugees into Hong 下 ong 
from the South China Sea 
Monday.

Earlier, Sir Ian Gilmour， 
spokesman for foreign afttairs 记 
the House of Commons in 
London。， denounced Vietnam for 
its “export” of refugees，He said 
that the Vietnamese policy was

cynical in recent history. 
blatantly racialist policy should be 
duite unacceptabjle to the inter- 
national community, “he said.

He noted “as is now well 
established ， from reports by 


refugees_ themselves the Vietna- 
mese government is engaged in 
organizing the exodus in small and 
large boats and in systematically 
depriving the refugees of their 
belongings before their 
departure， 

He said that these unfortunate 
victims often departed on boats 
that were overloaded and the 
Survival rate was estimated at 8 
mere 50to 30% . 

According to_ UN statistics,，the 
number of ,Vietnam ， refugees 
coming to Malaysia, Thailand and 
other countries in the region last 
year was in excess of 188,000，

One of the most frustrating 
aspects of teaching a second 
language is not being able to find 
an appropriate reader for the 
students who had comPpleted their 
study in the basic structures and 
are in need of consolidating what 
thev have learned and expanding 
their vocabulary at the same time.

To maintain the enjoyment 
of reading and avoid the constant 
use of a dictionary, the:author has 
limited the vocabulary of high 
frequency to no mre thanm fifteen 
new items in each lesson 

Another merit of Stories 访 
Modern Chinese is thatthe author 
uses simplified characters in the 
text while Putting the original 
forms in brackets'in the word jlist， 
making it convenient ,for the 
Ieaders that are not familiar with 
the simplified characters to look 
up. The words in the word list are 


accompanied with the Chinese 
phonetic alphabets，Ppinyin; and 
there is a_ comparative table of 
romanization with pinyin， 
Zhuyin，Yale and Wade-Giles, to 
make pronunciation easier for 
those not used to pinyin . 
TONES 

An important，aspect of this 
reader is the accurate marking of 
the neutral tones. Many teachers 
of Chinese in the _ United States， 
especially those that are not native 
standard Mandarin speakers， 
often find it diftficult to master the 
elusive neutral tones，an essential 


featute .in the Chinese tonal 
System ”which is not usually 
marked in dictionaries， and 


which, it neglected，will cause the 
Speaker to Sound stiff and 
unnatural. 

The author has also provided a 
great variety of pattern drills. 
These drills，though ”not long， 
could be improvised by the 
teachers，and they w 刘 parti- 
cularly benefit the students who 
are learning on their own. 

Stories in Modern Chinese is a 
readery/textbook that is well con- 
structed，useful，and a delight to
